Irvington as a result of 
the tornado.

critical condition as the result of 
the tornado which struck Irvington 
south of here about midnight 
last 


night, hospital attendants reported. 
A number of other injured persons 
remained in Irvington. 


Nashville, Ills., Apri 17.— A tor- 


nado striking at Irvington, a town 
of about 300 population, shortly af- 
ter midnight kiled one person and 
injured 
between 50 and 75 others 


and demolished or badly damaged 15 
residences and business houses, ac- 
cording to meager available reports 
here early this morning. 


A special train operated by the 


Illinois Central 
railroad conveyed 


the seriously injured residents to 
Centralia where they were placed in 
hospitals. 


One family of seven, all of whom 


were injured, were dragged from 
the ruins of their home. Two child- 
ren were reported in critical condi- 
tion as the results of cuts from 
window glass. 


Irvington is six miles southwest 


of Centralia. The Baptist Orphan- 
age asylum, which cares for several 
hundred children 
was 
narrowly 
missed by the storm which remov- 
ed out buildings from the area oc- 
cupied by the main asylum build- 
ing. 


Reports that a tornado 
struck 
Walnut Hill, a town of 100 persons, 
and the village of Shookville were 
received at Centralia 
early 
this 


morning. The extent of the storm 
was not learned. No reports of any 
damage or loss of life were re- 
ceived. 


Near Montrose two houses were 


demolished. Occupants of both es- 
caped by fleeing to the basement. A 
hail and rain storm followed the tor- 
nado and at Fayette broke a num- 
ber of windows in the

Dublin, April 17.—An attempt on 


the life of Michael Collins, head of 
the provisional free state govern- 
ment was made here shortly after 
midnight this morning. 
Coming al- 
most simultaneously with an assault 
on the Beggars Bush headquarters 
of the Irish Republican army, says 
an official statement. 


Mr. Collins was on his way home 


after having addressed a meeting 
at Naas. County Kildare, when the 
attack occurred. 
A group of men, 


some armed with rifles, rushed at 
the Collins party's car and opened . 
fire, the freet state leader apparently j 
being the especial target. The Col- j 
lins party quickly returned the fire 
and one of the attackers was cap- 
tured. A revolver and a live bomb 
were found on him. 


During the fighting a general head- 
quarters car from the Beggars Bush 
barracks was riddled by rifle fire and 
captured. Commandant General En- 
ni^ was fired at outside the gate. The 
garrison raked the surrounging ter- 
ritory with bullets and the assault- 
ing party withdrew. 


An army transport also was at- 


tacked, but without results, the be- 
siegers fleeing after a sharp ex- 
change of shots. Shots were fired on 
the premises occupied by the civic 
guard at Balsbridge.

theologically 
inclined, it 


means discussion of such metaphybi 
cal questions as whether the resur 
rection of Christ was physical or 
spiritual. 
If it was physical, how 


could he pass through a solid wall: 
if spiritual how could he eat broiled 
fish? But these things do not help 
us get a saner, more helpful view of 
Easter, neither do they secure more 
abundant life anyone. 
"Jesus, statod his mission very 


simply and very plainly when he 
said that he came that we might 
have life and life more abundantly. 
Let us not think that -we know life. 
The life which each individual lives 
is such a small part of the universal 
life, the life which is possible for ev- 
eryone of us to experience, that we

th«r« Is mor« life whWh w« may en-

Every day men and women all 
about us are coming Into broader 
view* of life.

of the nineteenth century, collected J 
by the late George A. Lucas, of Balti- 
more, are on display at the Corcoran 
Art gallery here. 


Two little oblong pieces of wood, 


besmeared with dark daubs of paint, 
are souvenirs of Camile Corot, the 
celebrated French painter of land- 
scapes. Visitors to the collection 
linger before these wooden plaques 
imagining how Corot must have 
chosen from them the colors for some 
of his famous woodland scenes. They 
are told that one of these palettes— I 
the one with a little red seal bearing | 
Corot's signature in one corner— 
was an outstanding feature of inter- 
est at a French salon exhibition some 
years ago. 
After Corot's death, a, 


friend reverently took his palette to | 
his studio, along with Corot's pipe j 
and one of his picturesque red and 
white 
Normandy 
caps 
worn on 


sketching trips. 
! 
Constant Troyon. who is now re-1 


garded as the painter who has best! 
understood cows and 
has 
painted ; 


them with the most sympathy, is also 
represented by a palette in the Lucas 
collection. Daubigny. Jules Breton. . 
and Charles Boughton are among the 
other well known 
painters 
whose 


palettes wer presented to the Amer-1 
ican connoisseur. 
j 
It is an unusual collection. 
A 


painter's 
palettes 
ordinarily 
are I 


cherished by his family or thrown j 
away as .mere discarded tools of no j 
importance or value. Yet a palette is 
the most personal belonging of an 
artist. 
It is perhaps too much to 


say that the character of the artist 
may he rend in the paint he smears 
on "his, palette, but artists say that 
the palette of a. Corot of a Millet is 
a lesson in the man's method or 
working. One old artist advised a 
pupil- "If you would become a. great 
painter study assiduously the palettes 
of those who have gone before you. 
The layman looking at 72 palettes 


sonic oblong and some oval, but all 
more or less alike to him. sees only 
the outstanding differences. He is 
attracted by the large palette of I>31- 
acroix on which 47 blobs of color are 
laid in neat rows. This was an old 
stvle way of laying a palette, he is 
told. Most of the artists apparently 
reveled in a more emotional use of 
color. Thqir palettes were presented 
to the collector practically as the 
artists left them after some piece of 
work, except that in a number of 
cr.ses the painter cleaned off a space 
in the center and dashed off a sketch 


These studies add greatly to tne 


interest and value of the palettes. 
They represent the artists ii> a care- 
free mood with no thought of paint- 
ing to please the public or to make 
a sale. One artist sketched in fresh 
colors a fawn and kid dancing gaily. 
Another painted the head of a Per- 
sian cat looking out 
realistically 


from its rackground of mottled color. 
Still another painted a dim land- 
scape in soft, dark colors fading into 
the blurred frame of paints. 
But amond them all, Corot's undec- 


orated palette is the createst attrac- 
tion. 
Now, when his work brings 


fabulous sums and when his palette 
is treasured as a priceless souvenir. 
it is difficult to imagine that this 
French painter was for years unap- 
preciated by the art world. At tho 
salons his pictures were badly hung 
so that the light was either too Blar- 
ing or too dim for the picture to at- 
tract any attention. Once, the artist 
tried standing in front 
of his ne- 
glected work—a landscape that would 
crowds at any exhibition now. He 
reasoned that if some one appeared 
to bo interested in the picture, others 
would be attracted to come and look 
at it. Finally a honeymoon couple 
strolled up. 
I think there Is something In that. 


The groom said: "That's not bad. 


And Corot's heart leaped with ap- 
preciation. 
Tint the bride, whom Corot de-

Minister of I'me Arts shook his 
head resignedly when he saw Troy- 
on's name on the list of artists who 
were to receive decorations. 
"It appears decidedly that I know

to the order. 


It seems strange that these nine- 


teenth ccntuiy artists were regarded 
then as radicals who dared to break 
away from tradition and puint na- 
ture as she seemed to them rather 
than as she had always been painted. 


One of their worst crimes was that 


they chose to paint in straightfor- 
ward manner the torests. peasants. 
and farm scenes of France when 
every painter was supposed to be 
bteeped in the classic atmosphere of

of the French pub- 


lic at the French landscapes was 
somthting like that of our own mod- 
ern public when it discovered recently 
that novels descriptive of mid-west- 
ern life might be taken seriously, 
and that all American 
literature 


need not bear a Xew York stamp. 
People nowadays are less frightened 
by new ideas and revolts than they 
were in the France of the nineteenth 
century. 
Artists and public alike 


held out strongly against Millet with 
his toil worn peasants, Troyon with 
his endless studies of cattle, and 
Corot with his French forests which 
bore little resemblance to any reason- 


A..W uuu.~~ -- 
, 
i for these 
artists, and a number of others who 
were non-conformists like them, was 
the little French village of Barbizon 
where they worked at their painting. 
From their association with this vil- 
lage a group of painters came to be 
known as the Barbizon school, and 
Iso as "the men of thirty" because 
it was about 1S30 that the barbizon 
school came into prominence. 
In 1S2G two painters got lost in 


the forest of Fontainebleau, and wan- 
dered to the \illage of Barbizon 
where they spent the night with a 
peasant. 
The next morning they 


were so enraptured over the peace- 
ful-beauty of the remote hamlet and 
the entrance to the forest 
nearby 


that they immediately bargained with 
the peasant for board and lodging 
and settled down to paint. 
The fame of Barbizon as an ideal 


artists' retreat spread, and in a 
few seasons the peasant host had to 
convert a barn into an inn to house 
his eager guests. In the rush season 
for outdoor sk-etching, artists even 
slept on a large table'for the privi- 
lege of getting up at five o'clock or 
earlier and rushing out to study the 
sunrise in the forest. 
Corot tells 


vividly of going out at three o'clock 
and watching the daybreak with its 
succession of wonders. 
Mr. Lucas, who rfsided in Paris 


for more than 50 years, was especi- 
ally interested in this Barbizon school 
and with great foresight, he collected 
both pictures and palettes of the ar- 
tists, to tha lasting benefit of Amer- 
ica. _

WHITE BREAD IX DIET 


Editor 
<of the Advocate:—I 
was 


intensely inter-'Sted in an article in 
the Signs of the Times of Moun- 
tain \ ie\v, Calif.;- issue of April 1, 
19i'l', by Prof. H. S. AnUerson,. ex- 
pert dietitian. It Is an account of a 
unique experiment, on the relative 
value of entire-wheat 
and 
white 


bread as the much vaunted "staff 
of life." He says in part: The de- 
monbticUion 
took 
place 
on 
the 


stage of the beautiful City Hall Au- 
ditorium in a thriving southern city. 
Meetings at the hall had been wide- 
ly advertised with' the result that a 
large number 
of persons had as- 


sembled to see 
what would take 


place. On each bide of the speakeis 
desk there was placed a number of 
wire cages, each 
cage 
containing 


three sturdy, healthy pigeons. . t- 
ter explaining to the audience that 
the pigeons in cage number '2 were 
to be fed for a period of six weeks 
on a diet of entire-wheat bread and 
water without the addition of green 
fods of 
any kind; and that the 


birds in cage number one were to 
have only a diet of white bread and 
water for the same period of time; 
the speaker made, the startling pre- 
diction that the birds in cage No. 2 
at the end ot six weeks would be as 
well as ever and that those in cage 
No. 1 would all be dead. 


The 
experiment 
proceeded. 
At 


the close of the first week no change 
was noticeable in either cage. "Night 
after night, and weci after week, 
there came men and women, old and 
young, all intent on watching the 
progress of this unique experiment, 
and expectantly 
awaiting its out- 


come." At the end of the second 
week the birds in cage No. 1, eat- 
ing the white bread and water, ap- 
peared less active than before, and 
their feathers began to look rumpl- 
ed. At the close of the third week 
cage No. I showed painful locomo- 
tion and rough and rumpled feath- 
ers; while 
those 
m cage' No. 2 


were very active and their luster 
was good and their feathers smooth. 
At the end of the fourth week those 
eating White bread 
were 
droping 


and vtry inactive, sitting about un- 
willingly to move even when molest- 
ed. Those using whole wheat and 
water were still normal in appear- 
ance and activity. 


At the close 
of the fifth week 


one of the birds in cage No. 1 had 
died and its mates were sick and 
drooping. The birds in cage No. 2 
were still very astive and so full 
of life that one. of them escaped and 
flew away during the cage cleaning 
operations. At this stage of the ex- 
periment the two sick birds in cage 
No. i were given their choice be- 
tweener.lire-wheat bread and w^ite, 
and tfte poor creatures made every 
effort to get at the whole wheat 
bread, seeming to recognize the dif- 
ference 
at 
once, 
and 
painfully 


tumbled over each other in a fran- 
tic effort to reach the life-giving 
bread. Thuse through humanitarian 
motives the experiment of starva- 
tion ended and the birds were fed 
on whole wheat bread during the 
sixth wet'k at the nod of the time 
were able to fly 
away, 
flying a 


short distance at a time. The birds 
in cage No. 2 suffered no inconveni- 
ence ~^rom th«id diet and were- as 
lively and as sleek and beautiful as 
when the biological experiment was 
begun. 
Not a few persons whose hearts 


were stirred by humanitarian prin- 
ciples, 
questioned the right of the 


experimenter to inflict such suffer- 
ing upon these helpless creatures; 
but the speaker held out before the 
audience that fro was feeding 
the 


pigeons thq same kind of food they 
were feeding to their children: and 
what more could they say?" As an 
interesting study in nutrition, Mr. 
Editor, I thought

incident

Strawberries for canning should be 


perfectly ripe, firm fruit. Over-ripe 
fruit loses its shape when canned 
and is less likely to keep well. 


Look the berries over very care- 


fully, cutting out bruised or soft 
spots and sorting the fruit. Use the 
vi hole perfect berries for canning and 
sunshine preserves and the small cut 
fruit for jam and marmalade. 


Canned Strawberries 


This rule is for plain 
berries 


canned for table use. The propor- 
tions are calculated 
to suit the 


woman who. is not equipped to can 
a. large quantity at one time. 


This method is a little different 


from the usual cold pack, but is a 
\ery succesful and satlsfastory one- 


Six quarts berries, 3 cups of cane 
sugar, Icup boiling water. 


Wash and hull berries and dip in a 
large pan of boiling water. Remove 
instantly and dip in a pan of cold 
\\ater. 


This quick blanching helps the 
berries to keep their shape during 
processing and insures against loss 
due to too much of berries in one 
quart jar. The berries are packed 
just as tightly as possible without 
crushing. 


The jars and covers must Tat ster- 


ilized thoroughly before filling. Boil 
the sugar and water until a thick 
sirup is made. 
Pour this heavy sirup over the 


fruit, filling the cans to within throe- 
quarters of an inch. Adjust rubber 
and half screw on top. Put in hot 
water bath "and boil half an hour. 
Count the time after the 
water 
starts boiling. 


The water must cover the tops of 


the jars. When the water has boiled 
just 30 minutes remove from water 
and cool as quickly as possible. 


Be careful not to put the cans in 
a draft, for cold air striking the hot 
jars in one- spot will break them. 
Tighten tops and turn upside down 
to cool. Store in a dark, cool, dry

pan of boiling water do not let the 
fruit remain a minute in the water 
Dip in and right out and immediately 
into the cold water. 


Open Kettle Method 


Do not cook more than enough to 


fill one can at a time. Put one cup 
sugar and ont-half cup water in 
smooth stew pan. When boiling add 
berries and boil eight minutes. Use 
two quarts of berries for each quart 
can. 


Fill sterilized Jars -with berries and 


add juice to cover fruit and fill can 
to overflowing. The fruit and juice 
must be boiling when put into the 
can and the- can must be perfectly 
full to exclude all air. ' 


If these two things are overlooked 
the fruit will not keep. More juice is 
formed when the open kettle meth- 
od is used than \vhen fruit is packed 
by the cold pack method. 
Any juice left from the first can 


of fruit should be used for the sec- 
ond can. Add one cup of sugar and 
enough water to make one-half cup. 
Juice left after all the fruit is can- 
ned should be sealed while boiling and 
saved. 


This juice can be used in drinks or 


combined with red raspberries or 
rhubarb in jelly or marmalade.
